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The Most Popular Authors of Fiction 
Between 1900 and 1925 


By Irving Harlow Hart 


Director of Iowa State Teachers’ College 


O far as the compiler of these tables 

has been able to discover no complete 

list of the authors of popular fiction 
has ever been published. ‘The table fol- 
lowing is therefore of some possible interest 
and significance. The data used in its 
preparation were obtained from the same 
sources as those from which the table on 
best sellers was made.* 

From the lists of best sellers, it would 
appear that no other author as yet has at- 
tained a prominence thru his appeal to pub- 
lic taste in fiction which entitles him to 
rank with Winston Churchill, even tho 
the latter has published nothing since 1917. 
Any one of Churchill’s nine books appear- 
ing in the lists since 1900 except his last, 
“The Dwelling Place of Light,” would 
have ranked him among the first hundred 
authors. “Richard Carvel” does not ap- 
pear in the list of one hundred most popu- 
lar books as its publication was in 1899 and 
only the scores earned in 1900 are accepted 
for use here. 

All of Harold Bell Wright’s nine books 
except the first two appearing in the lists, 
“The Shepherd of the Hills” and ‘The 
Calling of Dan Matthews” rank among 
the first hundred books. The publication 
of two more books by Wright of equal 
popularity with his previous ones would 
bring him up to Churchill’s score, pro- 
vided the silence of the premier popular 
novelist should continue.

It may be that the next five years will 
see the rise of other popular favorites who 
will displace the leaders of the present. Of 
writers in the present list, Grey, Curwood, 
Kyne, and Sabatini should, if their popu- 
larity and literary fecundity continue, soon 
challenge those holding higher rank. No 
one of these has as yet approached the 
record set by Churchill, as only two each 
of the fourteen, seven and six books issu- 
ing from the pens of Grey, Curwood and 
Kyne respectively find place among the 
first hundred best sellers. Sabatini owes 
his spectacular rise in the lists to produc- 
tivity, nine books having appeared over his 
name in five years. A continuation of this 
remarkable record will unquestionably 
carry him far, as it has in the case of 
Oppenheim, who owes his rank as tenth in 
the list to his having been heard, like the 
ancient priests of Baal, ‘“‘by his much speak- 
ing.” ‘Thirty-six books by Oppenheim are 
listed as best sellers, but only one, “The 
Great Impersonation,” scored over 300 and 
only four others over 100. 

Tarkington presents an interesting case 
of a literary comeback so far as popularity 
is concerned. ‘The publication of “The 
Gentleman from Indiana” and “Monsieur 
Beaucaire” in 1900 placed him in fourth 
place, from which position his rank gradu- 
ally fell until it was twenty-first in 1913. 
The appearance of “Penrod,” “The Tur- 
moil,” and “Seventeen” between 1914 and 
1916 brought him up to third place which 
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he has held ever since. ‘Tarkington enjoys 
the unique distinction of being the only 
author whose books are listed in both the 
first and the last years of the quarter cen- 
tury. Altho read today by the sons and 
daughters of those who read his first books 
in their own youth, he is still in his liter- 
ary prime with no evidence of waning 
popularity. 

From 1907 to 1913, McCutcheon dis- 
puted with Churchill for leadership, out- 
ranking the latter in five out of these seven 
years. “Iwo only of his twenty-five books 
are among the first hundred, “Reverly” 
and “Nedra,” and, since the publication of 
the latter, no one of his novels has achieved 
high rank. It is interesting to note that 
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the ‘“Graustark” stories are all of then, : 
among his best sellers. 

From the evidence of the lists, it would 
seem indisputable that Mary Roberts Rine- 
hart is America’s most popular woman 
writer. The death of the two Porters re- 
moves her only rivals for this honor, and 
no other living woman whose name appears 
in the list challenges her present position. 

Of the one hundred one authors listed 
(counting both the Williamsons)  sixty- 
five are men and thirty-six women. Sixty- 
nine are of American birth, twenty-four 
are British, two were born in England but 
won their literary spurs in America, two 
are Canadians, and one each comes from 
Italy, Spain, Germany, and Poland.

D. Appleton & Company—100 Years Old 


The Famous House Has Been A Pioneer in Many Fields 


CG HE first hundred years are the 
hardest,” quotes the book ‘The 
Portrait of a Publisher’ that 
the firm has just published, and it points 
to the fact that the last year of the Apple- 
ton centenary was the largest business year 
that the firm has ever had since Daniel 
Appleton came from Haverhill, Mass., 
and established a general store on Ex- 
change Place. The story of this hundred 
years is an interesting one to the general 
public, but is of special interest to the 
hook-trade because of the many significant 
things in the Appleton history that have 
had a bearing on the general development 
of publishing and bookselling methods in 
the United States. 

When Daniel Appleton arrived in New 
York, it was a city of 162,000 people, but 
boasted of being the fastest growing city 
in America. He started a general store, 
with a very large book department, and 
this grew so rapidly that it was soon the 
dominant feature of the business, and it 
was not long before the general store be- 
came wholly a bookstore. 

It was five years later that the firm 
entered the publishing field, and by this 
time William Henry Appleton, who, thru 
so many decades, guided the firm’s for- 
tunes, entered the business as a young man 
of sixteen. The book on which the Apple- 
ton imprint first appeared was “Crumbs 


from the Master’s Table” by W. Mason. 
This was followed by such books as ‘““Gos- 
pel Seeds,” “A Refuge in Time of Plague 
and Pestilence,” ‘‘Private Devotion,” and 
some of less religious character, such as 
“The Dangers of Dining Out,” “The 
Anatomy of Drunkenness” and ‘“Charac- 
teristics of Women.” 

By 1835 William Henry Appleton was 
making trips to Europe, where he met the 
famous Thomas Longman and John Mur- 
ray, who marvelled to see so young a man 
representing American publishing. In 
Paris, he met Thackeray, who had just 
then been offered the chance to illustrate 
a book called “Pickwick Papers” by a 
young Englishman. 

By 1838, the name of the partnership 
was fixed as it now stands, “D. Appleton 
& Company,” and the will of Daniel 
Appleton expressed the hope that this title 
would never be changed. In 1839, a 
branch office had been opened in London, 
and this has been continued uninterrupt- 
edly ever since. Today all the Appleton 
books by American authors are published 
and circulated in Great Britain thru this 
office, an unusual arrangement for an 
American house to have. 

A publication, which has seldom been 
paralleled in controversial matter, came in 
1840 with the issue of “Tracts for the 
Times,” including the writings of New- 
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man and Manning, who soon after left 
the Episcopal Church to become Roman 
Catholic Cardinals. 1841 saw the earliest 
of the juveniles, the type of book that has 
been very much a feature of the list since, 
Harriet Martineau’s “Crofton Boys,” 
printed at the unusual price of 38c. By 
1845, the Spanish department had come, 
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mons.” One or more editions of these are 
still called for each year. 

In 1847 begins the interesting connec- 
tion of Edward L. Youmans with Apple- 
ton. A blind boy, who was led into the 
office of William H. Appleton and who 
asked to borrow a scientific book, he be- 
came the leading force in bringing to this

and, as there was no known channel of 
book distribution, a vessel with a general 
cargo took along a shipment of Appleton 
Spanish books to the Southern continent, 
and thus began trade relationships that 
have been developing ever since. 

Two books that, after eighty years, are 
still on the firm’s list are “The Pulpit 
Cyclopedia” and the Reverend Jabez 
Burns’ “Sketches and Skeletons of Ser- 


country a knowledge of the great new 
scientific era in England, for he estab- 
lished. relations with Charles Darwin, 
Herbert Spencer, Thomas Huxley and 
John Tyndall as well as other great scien- 
tists and philosophers. When Youmans 
first made the connection with Spencer, he 
was publishing his books at his own ex- 
pense in England and had almost decided 
that it would be impossible for him to 
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carry forward his plan for the “Synthetic 
Philosophy,” as he saw no chance for 
sale; five hundred copies had been printed 
of the “Principles of Psychology,’ and 
only 200 sold. Guided by Youman’s 
enthusiasm, Appleton’s began a systematic 
campaign to develop the outlet for Spen- 
cer’s book here, and have, in total, sold 
500,000 volumes of the series. They 
made it possible for Spencer by 1896 to 
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finish the great task that he had plotted 
out. This is one of the most notable ex- 
amples in American publishing of the true 
function of a publisher. 

Daniel Appleton died in the year 1849, 
but before this William H. Appleton had 
become president of the firm, and other 
sons, John A., Daniel Sidney, Samuel 
Francis, had joined the firm, and a fifth 
son, George S., came in later. 

It was in 1852 that Appleton’s entered 
into the medical field, a type of publishing 
that they have been conspicuous in and 
which led them in some of their most am- 
bitious undertakings, and has included that 
household favorite, Holt’s “Care and 
Feeding of Children.” 

_ In the middle of the century, the firm 
had developed its own printing plant in 
Franklin Street, and, in 1868, moved this 
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to Williamsburg, where the plot used cov- 
ered almost a city block and where there 
were 600 employees. At that time, they 
were publishing various magazines, and, 
when these were sold, the printing busi- 
ness was discontinued, altho a warehouse 
owned by the firm is still at that same 
location. 

In the ’50’s began the connection with 
William Cullen Bryant, one of the most 
famous authors on the list, whose com- 
plete poems they have published ever since. 
When Bryant was almost eighty, he 
undertook to edit for Appleton ‘‘Pictur- 
esque America,” one of the most profitable 
and famous of the Appleton publications 
and in the publishing of which the firm 
developed the subscription idea to a high 
point of efficiency. George S. Appleton 
was largely responsible for the appearance 
of these books on the list, and nearly 
1,000,000 copies were sold, and_ subse- 
quently the firm undertook the publica- 


tion of ‘“‘Picturesque Europe” by Bayard 
Taylor and ‘Picturesque Palestine” by 
H. C. Potter. 


It is interesting to find in the files of 
the firm the original subscription blanks 
of their star salesman and to see that, on a 
trip to Boston, he was able to get for 
“Picturesque America’ the subscription 
signatures of Longfellow, Emerson, 
Holmes, Lowell, Whittier and Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, to say nothing of a New 
York canvass that included U. S. Grant, 
W. G. Sherman, August Belmont, and 
others. These books led them into the 
publishing of art volumes, culminating in 
a set of “Oriental Art,’ which was priced 
at $500 a set. 

When Appleton, in 1854, purchased the 
building of the Society Library at 346 
Broadway, it gave them one of the most 
magnificent structures in New York, a 
store 60 x 100 given over to retail book- 
selling, and Gleason’s Pictorial of that 
time boasted that one would find no such 
brilliant establishment of books among the 
famous shops of London. A fire in 1867 
wiped this building out. 

In 1854 Mary J. Holmes appears on 
the list with “Tempest and Sunshine” and 
“English Orphans,” books that are still 
sold by the 100,000 in very inexpensive 
form, tho not today with the Appleton 
imprint.

One of the best stories from the Apple- 
ton history would be that of the old Web- 
ster “Blue Back Speller,’ which Apple- 
ton’s took over in 1855, at which time it 
had been estimated that 40,000,000 of the 
book had been sold since its first publica- 
tion in 1783. Appleton’s, helped along by 
the increased interest in education after the 
Civil War, increased this sale until in one 
year, 1866, there were 1,596,000 copies 
sold, and for several years it ran to over 
1,000,000 a year. By the time they had 
sold it in 1890 to the American Book 
Company, they had added 35,000,000 
copies to the sales total of the famous old 
“Blue Back.”’ 

The field of encyclopaedias was entered 
by Appleton in 1857, when William H. 
Appleton and Charles A. Dana met and 
developed the plan that led to the pub- 
lishing of a 16-volume “American Ency- 
clopaedia.” To distribute it, Appleton’s 
originated the method of selling by house- 
to-house canvass with installment pay- 
ments, a method which has become an out- 
standing feature of present-day booksell- 
ing. This Encyclopaedia was several times 
revised, and over a period of many years 
there was an annual supplement, whose 
sale reached thousands of copies each year. 


The firm was also heavily interested in 
Bible publishing, and at one time had over 
200 styles on its list. 

If the “Tracts for the Times” had been 
a controversial book, a still sharper con- 
troversy was started in 1859 when the 
Appletons were the American publishers of 
“The Origin of Species.” Abuse without 
end was heaped upon them for allowing 
this to come out with their imprint, and 
hundreds of threatening letters were re- 
ceived. One distinguished clergyman 
wrote the head of the firm that he would 
be punished in this world and also in the 
world to come. By the time Darwin’s 
“Descent of Man’ came twelve years 
later, this furious storm had somewhat 
subsided. 

In the ’60’s, William Worthen Apple- 
continuing the fine tradition of publishing, 
became active in the business, a gentleman 
of the finest type and a publisher of great 
sensitiveness to currents of thought and 
fineness of writing. It was his good judg- 
ment that put on to the Appleton list in 
1866 the first edition of “Alice in Won- 
derland,” an edition of 1,500 copies, 
which were printed is England but. had 
the American imprint. For some months 
this was looked upon as a potential plug, 
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and his father often chaffed him about 
the judgment displayed in this early ven- 
ture. Today the book, being as good a 
first as that of a book with an English 
imprint, is among the rarities of collect- 
ing. It was William Worthen Appleton, 
too, who found and developed Louise 
Muhlbach, who became one of the very 
active authors on the Appleton list for 
years. 


After the Civil War 


The Civil War brought great strain 
upon the publishing industry, but also 
brought some important material to pub- 
lishing offices, and with the Appleton im- 
print connected the memoirs of Sherman, 
Sheridan, Seward, Farragut, Johnston and 
Davis, as well as the series of biographies 
of great commanders. They did their 
best to get Grant to write his memoirs, 
but at the time he refused, tho later he 
took the matter up when he was in severe 
financial straits, but then published under 
other auspices. Sherman would never per- 
mit them to sell his memoirs by canvass, 
which they assured him would have great- 
ly increased the sale, but his feeling was 
that he would never have any of his old 
soldiers cajoled into purchasing the books 
of memoirs for the profit of their old 
commander. 

Books on fishing have, since 1876, been 
a characteristic of the list, and this depart- 
ment has been further extended by the re- 
cent purchase of all the fishing books on 
the Stewart Kidd list. 

The important connection with Joel 
Chandler Harris dates from 1880, when 
the “Folklore Tales of Uncle Remus” 
were found in the pages of the Atlanta 
Constitution, and one of the editors was 
sent to Atlanta to find the author. It was 
later that A. B. Frost added his famous 
pictures now so intimately connected with 
this American classic. 

It was in the early ’80’s that a volu- 
minous manuscript arrived, unsought, at 
the office from an instructor in Civil En- 
gineering at Princeton, ‘““A History of the 
People of the United States.” So  fas- 
cinating was it found by the publisher that 
publication began as soon as possible, and 
John Bach MacMaster completed his task 
thirty-two years later. In the meantime, 
the firm took over from the earlier Boston 
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publisher the rights on George Bancroft, 
issuing a new edition in 6 volumes, the 
last revision that the historian was able to 
make. 

The educational department of Apple- 
ton’s has been of long growth, and one of 
the most outstanding undertakings was the 
International Education Series, begun 
under the editorship of W. T. Harris in 
1886, a series that extended to 60-odd 
books and included contributions from the 
leaders in every field of theoretical and 
practical pedagogy. 

The early interest in encyclopaedias was 
later developed in such books as ‘The 
Cyclopaedia of Applied Mechanics,” “The 
Cyclopaedia of American Government,” 
and many other volumes. 

Many in the book-trade will well re- 
member another outstanding experiment in 
publishing, the Town and Country Li- 
brary, a series of fiction publications that 
ran to over 300 volumes, published month- 
ly in both cloth and paper binding. Many 
of the most popular authors of today made 
early appearance in this fist, showing the 
accuracy of the editorial judgment, writers 
like Joseph Conrad, William J. Locke, 
Leonard Merrick, George Gissing and 
Gilbert Parker. How strong a fiction list 
could be developed in a single year is in- 
stanced by looking down the Appleton list 
for the one year of 1890, when there were 
included in their fiction announcements 
books by Conan Doyle, Joseph Conrad, 
Stephen Crane, J. C. Snaith, Gilbert 
Parker, Robert Hichens, S. R. Crockett 
and Felix Gras, a list that would bring 
gladness to the heart of any sales manager 
today. 


The Firm’s Recent History 


It was in 1893 that the firm published 
Kipling’s collection of short stories, “Many 
Inventions” and three years later “The 
Seven Seas” of Kipling, which had an 
enormous sale. The story of the publish- 
ing of “David Harum” has been told 
many times. It came to the firm after many 
wanderings in 1898 and could not be got 
ready for the press until just a few 
months after the author had died. Alto- 
gether 2,000,000 copies of this book have 
been sold. 

The interest in children’s books, already 
referred to, was strengthened by the com- 
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ing in of such writers as Molly Elliott 
Seawell, W. O. Stoddard and Hezekiah 
Butterworth. In 1899 appeared the first 
book by Ralph Henry Barbour, who has 
added 42 books to the Appleton list since 
that time. In 1911, William Heyliger 
brought his first book to the Appleton list, 
“Bartley, Freshman Pitcher.” Perhaps 
the most outstanding name of all in this 
department would be that of Joseph A. 
Altsheler, whose first book appeared in the 
Town and Country Library and whose 
first regular book for boys came in 1907. 
On his death in 1919, he had completed 
33 books, all of which are selling steadily 
year after year, with two or three print- 
ings a year. 

The connection of Appleton’s with 
business books came very early on the 
opening up of this new field of publishing 
about 1900, and many of the most im- 
portant books in the field have had their 
imprint. 

Among their novelists of this century 
have been George Moore, Robert W. 
Chambers, David Graham Phillips. In 
1908 came Joseph Lincoln, who has had 
19 books on the Appleton list, together 
with 5 titles taken over from earlier pub- 
lishers. Edith Wharton began her con- 
nection with the firm in 1912, and in 1920 
her “Age of Innocence” was issued, one 
of the great volumes of contemporary fic- 
tion. 

No story of the fiction record of the 
house would be complete without reference 
to the famous announcement of 1921 that 
Harold Bell Wright had come to the 
house of Appleton, an author, the sales of 
whose books have averaged over 1,000,000 
apiece. 

In the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, books on singing had begun to ap- 
pear on the list, but it was not till 1915 
that a fully developed Music Department 
was added, and now, under Albert E. 
Wier, several hundred thousand copies 
have been sold of The Whole World 
Series of Music Books. 

During 100 years of publishing, over 
15,000 books have been announced and 
published, and there are 3000 active titles 
on the list today. Besides the Trade De- 
partment, there are the following active 
departments: the Medical Department, 
College Text Book Department, Spanish 
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Department, Music Department. The 
firm is the official publisher of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and publisher of 
Birdlore Magazine, edited by Frank M. 
Chapman, whose famous books on _ birds 
have been among the steady sellers on the 
list. 

Publishing has, since the issue of the 
first Appleton book, grown into a great 
organized business, which brings to the list 
books from varying directions with vary- 
ing problems of manufacture and distribu- 
tion.

After the complete reorganization of the 
house twenty-five years ago, the first presi- 
dent was J. H. Sears, but, in 1915, he re- 
tired, and J. W. Hiltman, who was then 
vice president, became the active head of 
the business. Mr. Hiltman has proved 
one of the outstanding figures in Ameri- 
can publishing, with organizing ability of 
high order and with an interest in general 
publishing problems and a generous will- 
ingness to give of his time to book-trade 
affairs that made his presidency of the Na- 
tional Association of Book Publishers the 
fortunate thing that it was for American 
book-trade history.

The Influence of Tyndale 


N article by Professor Henry ‘T. 
Fowler in next week’s issue makes a 
clear statement of the special impor- 

tance of the Tyndale Anniversary, saying 
that we are today in the second great era 
of Bible translating. ‘The first era began 
with Tyndale and ended with the King 
James Version, and the second era was be- 
gun with the revised version first printed 
in 1881, and is not closed as yet. In both 
cases, the incentive to new translations was 
largely created by the discovery of new 
documents in biblical research. One of 
the present-day translators, Dr. Edgar J. 
Goodspeed, says in his new book on “The 
Making of the New Testament”: 

“Considerable as was the influence of 
Tyndale upon the thought of his day, it 
was slight in comparison to that which he 
has ever since exerted thru his translation. 
Later editors of the English Bible steadily 
followed his version as far as they pos- 
sessed it, and his work colors the New 
Testaments of Coverdale (1535), Rogers 
(1537), Taverner and the Great Bible 
(1539), the Geneva Bible (1560), the 
Bishops’ Bible (1568), and King James 
(1611). None of these is more than a 
revision of Tyndale, and his stamp re- 
mains on the modern revisions of 1881 and 
1901. To the familiar forms of the 
English New Testament Tyndale has con- 
tributed not only more than any other 
man, but more than all others combined. 
He has shaped the religious vocabulary of 
the English-speaking world.” 
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The Postal Situation 


S it stands today, it looks as tho it 
would be doubtful whether any 
postal bill could be pulled thru be- 

fore the 4th of March with the complica- 
tions that now exist. 

After the Senate had looked over the 
proposal of the Post Office Department 
and cut down the rates to what it thought 
was nearer right, the House took up the 
matter and gave notice to the Senate that 
legislation initiating expenditures should 
start from there, and in its bill increased 
the rates in fourth class somewhat. Then 
this House bill went to the Senate, and the 
Senate on February 16th reinserted its own 
clauses and sent it to conference, and the 
motion sending it to conference instructed 
the Senate confréres to insist that the 
Senate amendments be kept. 

The Post Office Department estimates 
that the bill in this form would raise about 
$20,000,000 over the present income, and 
therefore would come a long ways from 
covering the proposed salary increases 
which had been asked for. The principal 
change in this final Senate proposal is 
that there shall be no service charge what- 
ever on fourth class postage, and this 
would take at least $9,000,000 ott the 
previous estimated revenue. Senator Har- 
rison charged that the Administration 
Senators had retreated before the assaults 
of the publishers of newspapers and _ peri- 
odicals in adjusting second-class mail rates 
and had placed the big load, instead, on 
the farmers. 


The Censorship Legislation 


N its issue of February 14th, Christian 
Work carries an editorial on the so- 
called “Clean Books Bill” now under 

discussion at Albany which indicates that 
the book publishers are not the only ones 
who believe that the bill is mistaken even 
if well intentioned legislation. 


“The so-called ‘clean books bill,’ now before 
the Legislature of New York, interests not 
only New York State, but the whole country. 
The New York law, as it is, forbids the pub- 
lication of obscenity. The new law would 
amend the old so as to make it possible to 
indict upon a particular part or parts of any 
publication instead of considering the effect 
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of the whole. It would also forbid expert tes- 
timony in the trial. The law as amended 
carefully states that nothing in it ‘shall be 
deemed to impose any censorship upon the 
public press. But is not the refusal to con- 
sider the total impression a fatal weakness in 
the bill? Under the proposed law the author- 
ities certainly might forbid the sale of the 
Bible or at least require its expurgation; for 
the Bible, as we all know, has sections in it 
which do not conform to our modern notions 
of ‘proper’ subjects for literature. A good 
many of us, as children, learned more of the 
physiology of reproduction from the Bible 
than from any other source—and thankful we 
are that the Bible was printed as it is! No 
one has any doubt as to the healthy effect of 
the Bible as a whole. In the same way, the 
‘clean books bill’ might stop the sale of 
Shakespeare. ‘Naughtiness’ largely loses its 
attraction when nobody tries to prevent our 
reading it. Sunlight and freedom are marvel- 
ous producers of health.” 


Salary Standards in Department 
Stores 


EW data on the problem of salary 
N schedules in a book department 

has been given in the February Ist 
issue of the Retail Ledger, and the per- 
centages given will be of interest in the 
book-trade. The statistics give the ratio 
between salaries and total sales, gathered 
from a large number of department stores, 
and the lowest percentages are shown in 
the fur department 312%, and in furni- 
ture at 4%, while at the other end of the 
scale are notions, at 7%, and stationery at 
744%. The average unit of sale has much 
to do with the establishing of such per- 
centages, as will be seen by these com- 
parisons. The stationery salesman gets 
small individual sales. 

The book departments average 614%, 
which would mean that a salesman would 
have to sell $23,000 a year to receive an 
income of $1,500. “These percentages, of 
course, do not include the buying salaries 
and the management salaries, which are 
differently allocated. The Retail Ledger 
has a few statistics from stores that are not 
department stores, but books are not in- 
cluded. There are some comparisons that 
can be made, for while the salesman of a 
furniture department gets 4%, in the sepa- 
rate furniture store he gets 7%; jewelry 
is 634% in the department store, and 11% 
in the individual store. 
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Has the Publisher Any Reason 
for Being? 


PEAKING to the Bookmen Literary 
Circle in London, Ian Hay is re- 
ported in the London press as saying: 

“More than 12,000 books of various 
kinds have been published in England dur- 
ing 1924. Not a hundred could have been 
sold at a profit if it had not been for the 
modern conditions of widespread adver- 
tising and efficient salesmanship. ‘There, 
in a nutshell, is the debt owed to the pub- 
lisher, distributor and bookseller.’ 


Another interesting illustration of the 
point can be instanced from the statement 
in the English press two years ago, when 
a group of fifty leading authors asked the 
public to recognize the Oxford University 
Press as the official publisher of Tolstoy. 
Tolstoy was without copyright in Eng- 
land, at his own desire, but these authors 
pointed out that, because there was no one 
specifically responsible for the development 
of the Tolstoy publishing, the books had 
suffered sadly in obtaining an adequate 
hearing. 

This is rather interesting testimony to 
an author’s understanding of the import- 
ance of the publisher and distributor of 
books to his welfare and the interest of 
the public, tho at one of the recent copy- 
right hearings the American Library Asso- 
ciation likened the publisher’s position 
to that of a middle man handling apples. 
“Tsn’t it the desire of everybody,” was said, 
“to cut off as far as we can, all these 
middlemen, and to see to it that the con- 
sumer and purchaser come nearer to- 
gether?” 


The Art of Commercial Printing 


"THE 1925 exhibit of commercial print- 
ing, organized by the American Insti- 
tute of Graphic Arts, is now open at the 
Art Center, 65 East 56th Street, New 
York. The reputation of this exhibit has 
been enhanced by the tact that the 1924 
exhibit has traveled up and down the 
country as a showing of the present status 
of American typography and commercial 
art. The new exhibit, after the New 
York showing, will also go on the road. 
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Third Copyright Hearing 
Committee to Work on Revision 


HE mechanical music industry had its 

innings at the third hearing on the 

Perkins Bill before the Patents Com- 
mittee of the House on February roth, and 
the moving picture producers are still to 
be heard from. 

There seems now little chance for the 
bill to go thru in the 68th Congress and it 
is not yet settled whether there will be an 
extra session of the new Congress. 

The third hearing disclosed sentiment in 
the committee for a redrafting in commit- 
tee in the endeavor to bring together the 
divergent interests, and witnesses who criti- 
cized the bill were asked to submit sugges- 
tions for amendments. The mechanical 
music interests seemed especially anxious to 
prevent the provisions being retroactive. 


The representative of the Victor Talk- 
ing Machine said that from their selfish 
standpoint the retroactive provisions were 
the chief objection, but he contended that 
public interest was endangered by the fact 
that the bill encouraged an undisclosed 
monopoly because the composers and au- 
thors had copyright from the creation of 
their work. He attacked the Berne Conven- 
tion and urged that the United States 
should cling to its own ideals in copyright. 
He claimed that unregistered copyright of 
foreign works would bring about chaos, and 
if this kept us out of the Berne Union we 
should stay out. 

The representative of the Edison Phono- 
graph interests predicted that this bill 
would put the control of music in a few 
strong hands thru the pooling of copyrights. 
Cross examination brought out the sugges- 
tion of the musical record people that they 
might enter into sheet music publishing in 
order to get control of what they wanted 
in music. ‘This same condition might bring 
the motion picture interests into the book 
publishing field. 

Addressing the opponents of the bill, 
Representative Lanham urged the spirit of 
conciliation and said that he took it for 
granted that in the years which have 
elapsed since 'the previous revision of the 
statutes, the need had arisen for revision 
but there could be no progress, he warned, 
if the parties interested worked at cross 
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purposes. Accordingly he urged that every 
interest that finds anything objectionable 
or ‘deficient in the bill should submit in 
writing suggestions for changes or amend- 
ments that would eliminate faults; then, 
he said, the committee would be in a posi- 
tion to take up the bill, section by section, 
and evolve a new draft that would be likely 
to be acceptable to all the different interests 
concerned. 


January Best Sellers 


ITH the January returns of best sell- 

ing books at hand, it is interesting to 
notice the leaders in the 1925 race. After 
holding first place for several successive 
months during the later part of 1924, 
“The Little French Girl” tops the Jan- 
uary list. The Galsworthy novel, “The 
White Monkey,” is its closest rival, and 
bids fair to be one of the big books’ of 
1925. Michael Arlen, what with his name 
on everyone’s lips, and with particularly 
effective publicity, has kept up the stiff 
pace as number three with ‘The Green 
Hat” for several months running, and 
with the advent of his new book, ‘“May 
Fair,” should remain in the best selling 
class. About this time last year Zane Grey 
was represented by ““The Call of the Can- 
yon” which leapt right up among the 
leaders and remained. His new novel, 
“The Thundering Herd,” is no exception 
and is now in fourth place. “So Big,” 
last year’s largest selling title has dropped 
to sixth place, but shows no immediate . 
likelihood of falling from grace altogether. 
Peter B. Kyne’s “Enchanted Hill” goes 
steadily along at fifth place, as does Lin- 
coln’s “Rugged Water” at eight, while the 
reliable Oppenheim with his ‘Inevitable 
Millionaires” holds ninth place. Two 
books that appear to have a steady de- 
mand are “A Passage to India,” by E. M. 
Forster, and Barrington’s “The Divine 
Lady.” 

Among non-fiction titles “Cross Word 
Puzzles” still lead. Of equal importance 
is the Twain “Autobiography” at second 
place. “Ariel” holds up well at fourth 
place, while two interesting newcomers 
to the ten best sellers are Will Rogers’ 
“Tlliterate Digest’? at seventh place and 
“Mr. and Mrs. Haddock Abroad” at 
tenth.

Types of Publishers 


NE of the effects of rapid communi- 

cation, of the rise of the literary agent, 

and (oddly enough) of the economic 
distress of the middle-class is the disappear- 
ance of the publisher-autocrat. In the old 
days a man could surround his business with 
the mystery of a reli- 
gion. He was a high 
priest, beyond the 
portals of whose 
temple no uninvited 
person strayed. ‘hus 
august and unap- 
proachable, he made 
a fortune for his au- 
thors (often becom- 
ing in the process an 
intimate friend to 
them); or bullied 
them; or, like a kind 
uncle, praised them 
for their work. He 
worked in secret 
and, no doubt, en- 
couraged a belief in the subtlety and awe- 
fulness of his craft that it did not always 
deserve. 

Today, however, the pendulum has 
swung to the other extreme. “Today two 
continents know in a few hours of some 
great book possibility, that formerly might 
for long enough have remained the un- 
shared knowledge of one enterprising firm. 
The literary agent works on the theory 
that the publisher who pays the most is 
the best publisher, and that no other quality 
beyond a readiness to pay has real signifi- 
cance. Finally, the poverty of the intelli- 
gentsia has sent a crowd of indiscreet and 
irreverent young men in the offices where 
once discretion was a fetish and reverence 
a ceremonial. 

In such changed times the despotic ogre 
finds himself out-circumstanced. He sum- 
mons an author (in the old manner) to his 
room: but half a dozen of his rivals, when 
his message comes, are already in a servile

He 
writes a small cheque, pats an author on 
the back and indicates that, if the latter 
works hard and lives frugally, he may in 
time come to deserve the tremendous im- 
print that good luck has set upon his pres- 
ent venture. The 
modern_ author, 
with offers from 
other houses in 
his pocket and_ his 
Trade Union  be- 
hind him, is unim- 
pressed; he leaves 
the chequelet on the 
desk and takes his 
book elsewhere. And 
in the third place (if 
you still doubt the 
vanishing of the old 
mys ter y-shrouded 
publisher) attend a 
gathering of the 
younger men who in 
these stressful days infest the trade. What 
casual confidence! What flippant tongues! 
Where now is majesty? Where jealous 
silence? Is publishing not a ritual, but a 
game? 

In a way, yes—but a game more difficult 
than outsiders realize. A publisher once 
wrote a little book on his activities, im 
which, among many other wise things, he 
said: ‘Publishing is neither a business nor 
a profession; it is a career.” That is pro- 
foundly true, but modern conditions— 
even more than those of earlier days— 
tend to obscure the fact. 

Publishers (you will be told) are now 
mere cheque-book carriers, whose duty is 
to finance a book and leave the author, 
printer, binder and bookseller to do the 
rest. Imprints (you will be told) range 
in bleak monotony like cock-shies at a fair, 
and the author chooses best who, knocking 
over one of these, can make the loudest 
bang. 

Do not believe the cynics when they

candor and with 
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speak thus. There is much more to this 
job of publishing than paying others for 
their work. The author who can grasp 
the essence of its queer complexity will find 
a host of irritations melt away. But much 
depends on the characteristics of the pub- 
lisher himself. What specimens of the race 
have succeeded to the paternal pasha of the 
ruthless past? 

The first specimen has not so much suc- 
ceeded as outlived his more imperious col- 
leagues. He is the Dear Old Muddler. 
Everybody loves him; he can be seen at any 
hour; his is the kindest heart alive. Un- 
fortunately this charming ancient will not 
greatly influence the future of the books he 
publishes. He will send proofs to a wrong 
address, forget when an advance is due, 
and spell the writer’s name incorrectly in 
his catalog. These, and things like them, 
try an author sadly. Wherefore avoid the 
dear old muddler; he is sweet, but lower- 
ing. 

A more modern brand is the enthusiast 
who wears soft collars and a beaver hat. 
He actually welcomes manuscripts of 
poems, and you have but to mention Proust 
for him to take you out to lunch and talk 
intelligently all the afternoon. ‘This is in- 
vigorating and, once in a way, a pleasant 
change. But if you are a writer of com- 
mercial mind—and unless your manuscript 
is of the very esoteric type that is content 
to find a tasteful format, and, at the last, 
demise by cultured suffocation—go no 
further. 

The individual, proud to call himself a 
“business man’ is, perhaps, taken all in all, 
the least disturbing form of publisher. He 
knows the technique of his job by rote; he 
pays well (at the start) ; he is ready with 
flattery; he keeps accounts correctly and 
with punctuality; he advertizes with re- 
spectable assiduity. But he is stupid; not 
slow in action nor dull-witted, but fumnda- 
mentally unintelligent. Recent experiments 
in “business government” have gone a long 
way to explode the legend of the “business 
brain.” It is a keen brain, and, along con- 
ventional lines, an efficient one. But it is 
unimaginative, and for such a variable task 
as publishing too worshipful of system and 
too ready to see things only in a single 
pattern. 

Publishing is work of infinite variety. It 
is a life of personal contacts, continual ad- 
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justment of circumstance to temperament, 
and, above all, of endless varying detail. 
No two books are identical any more than 
are their authors. It is not enough to con- 
tract for six biographies, six books of travel 
and two dozen novels, and, having decided 
on a style in which each genre shall be pro- 
duced, to put them on the market with 
mechanical efficiency 

You will ask, then, whether the ideal 
publisher exists. Probably not. But an 
author who can gauge his man will, if he 
has a sense of what a publisher should do, 
know how much reasonably to expect. 
From the publisher who is also an educated 
being and of himself congenial, he will get 
advice that may not only make his book 
more saleable, but even improve it as a 
book. Mutual dealings will be pleasant, 
and the author’s stringencies will find a 
generous friend when most they need it. 
Yet on occasions the literary publisher may 
seem unduly diffident in exploitation of the 
market, or unskillful (whether from lack 
of capital or enterprise), in large-scale 
operations. The competent commercialist, 
on the other hand, will give an author ac- 
curate and rapid service in matters tech- 
nical, but the next moment wound his sus- 
ceptibilities by vulgar boosting, or in some 
other point of mutual dealing act with 
obtuseness, lack of courtesy or sudden jar- 
ring parsimony. 

In default, therefore, of perfection, 
writers should perhaps decide which failing 
in a publisher they are most prepared to 
tolerate—and choose accordingly. 


Obituary 


FRED OWEN OF CENTURY 
F. W. Owen, who had been with The 


Century Co. for twenty-four years as clerk 
and then as salesman, died suddenly on 
February 9 while on the way in an auto- 
mobile from Los Angeles to a ranch he had 
just bought in the hill country out from 
that city. He had been sick for several 
years and had spent a great deal of time 
in the hospital, but he was apparently on 
the road to recovery when the end came 
suddenly. The ranch in the hills was the 
dream of his life. He and his wife were 
on the way to make final arrangements to 
take possession. A tire blowing out, he got 
out, put on a new one, climbed back into 
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the seat by his wife, and drove on. 
Presently he fell over on her shoulder and 
died within a few minutes. 

Mr. Owen entered the employ of The 
Century Co. in 1901, beginning as a clerk 
in the company’s New York office. Later 
he went on the sales staff covering the city 
and Eastern territory. In 1912 he moved 
to Los Angeles, since which time he had 
covered the coast and the Far West as a 
salesman. In addition to his widow, Mr. 
Owen leaves three children. 


JAMES LANE ALLEN 


JAMES LANE ALLEN, novelist and short 
story writer, died February 18, at the 
Roosevelt Hospital, New York, aged 75. 
Strangely enough his death occurred only 
a few weeks after the death of another 
writer of the south, George W. Cable. 
Mr. Allen, like Cable, wrote of the peo- 
ple of his own state, doing for Kentucky 
and the Blue Grass region what Cable did 
for the Creoles of Louisiana. Mr. Allen 
was born near Lexington, Ky., and at- 
tended ‘Transylvania University. After 
his graduation, he taught in public and 
private schools and Kentucky University. 
Later he became professor of Latin and 
higher English at Bethany (West Va.) 
College. About 1884, he decided to leave 
the teaching profession with the definite 
idea of writing. ‘To accomplish this he 
went to New York and after a period of 
six years of struggle and obscurity suc- 
ceeded in having his first story, “Flute and 
Violin” published. He followed this with 
“The Blue Grass Region and Other 
Sketches of Kentucky.” It was not, how- 
ever, until the publication of the “Choir 
Invisible” in 1897 that Mr. Allen’s posi- 
tion was secure. On the Macmillan 
spring list is an announcement of a new 
book of stories by James Lane Allen en- 
titled ‘““[he Landmark,” in which he has 
an introduction full of autobiographical 
notes. He was editing and working on this 
book just before his removal to the hos- 
pital in December. Among his more im- 
portant books are, “Flute and Violin,” 
1891; “The Blue Grass Region and Other 
Sketches of Kentucky,” 1892; “John Gray 
—A Novel,” 1893; “The Kentucky Car- 
dinal,” 1895; “Aftermath,” 1896; “A 
Summer in Arcady,” 1896; “The Choir 
Invisible,” 1897; “The Reign of the Law,” 
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“The Mettle of the Pasture,” “The Bride 
of the Mistletoe,” 1909; ‘““The Doctor’s 
Christmas Eve,” 1910; “The Last Christ- 
mas Tree,” 1914; “The Cathedral Sing- 
er,” 1916; “Kentucky Warbler,” 1918; 
and “The Alabaster Box,” 1923.

"THE Bibliographical Society of America 

is planning the publication of mono- 
graphs on definite subjects similar to the 
brochures which the Bibliographical So- 
ciety of London has been issuing for years. 
Among the forthcoming productions is 
“The Colonial Printing Office,’ by L. C. 
Wroth, whose “History of Printing in 
Colonial Maryland,” has taken its place 
with the most valuable American biblio- 
graphical records. 


THE house at 48 Doughty Street, Lon- 

don, where Charles Dickens wrote 
“Pickwick Papers,” “Oliver Twist,” and 
“Nicholas Nickleby” has been spared the 
fate of demolition by the Dickens Fellow- 
ship. The organization started a move- 
ment on the 113th anniversary of the 
birth of Dickens to preserve this building 
for all time, which now bids fair to be suc- 
cessful. The house will be converted into 
a library, picture gallery and museum of 
Dickens relics. E 


HE first definitive edition of the 

works of Stephen Crane is announced 
for early publication by Alfred A. Knopf. 
The set will be in twelve volumes, and 
the edition will be limited to 750 sets. 
The volumes will be issued two at a time, 
beginning next month with Vol. I, “The 
Red Badge of Courage” and ‘The 
Veteran,” with an introduction by Joseph 
Hergesheimer, and Vol. II, “Tales of Two 
Wars,” with an introduction by Robert 
H. Davis. Carl Van Doren, William 
Lyon Phelps, Amy Lowell, Thomas Beer, 
Willa Cather, H. L. Mencken and Sher- 
wood Anderson are to write introductions 
for some of the other volumes. 
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HE current catalog of Bernard Quar- 

itch of London contains a very rare 
early item of Americana. It is Sir 
William Berkeley’s “A Discourse and 
View of Virginia,” small 4to, 1663, in a 
Riviére binding, priced at $3,500. The 
Crane copy fetched $5,100 in 1913. 
Only four copies have been traced up to 
the present, and all of them lack the title, 
which seems to have been destroyed for 
some unknown reason. Berkeley was in- 
terested in developing the production of 
such staples as iron, silk, flax, hemp, etc., 
and bitterly declaims against tobacco as 
follows: ‘The vicious ruinous plant to- 
bacco I would not name, but that it brings 
more money to the Crown, than all the 
islands in America besides.” The copy 
now offered for sale, belonged to Arthur 
Amesley, first Earl of Anglesey (1614- 
1686) and has at the head of the first 
page the following inscription (now some- 
what faint): ‘““Anglesey Giuen me by Sir 
Wm. Barkley Gov. of Virginia Feb. 5 
1664.” 


THE new large paper edition of “The 

Writings of Oscar Wilde,” in 12 vols., 
8vo, limited to 550 sets, just published by 
Gabriel Wells, of this city, is one of the 
finest complete editions printed in this 
country in recent years. The type is 
large and readable, the paper of a fine 
quality of all-rag, bearing the distinctive 
watermark, a monogram of the author’s 
initials, and the binding in heavy, dark- 
blue boards, with paper label. ‘The vol- 
umes are well proportioned, averaging a 
little less than 400 pages each. The gen- 
eral introduction is written by Richard 
Le Gallienne, editor-in-chief, and intro- 
ductions to other volumes are by Sir John- 
ston Forbes-Robinson, W. B. Yeats, Coul- 
son Kernahan, Edgar Saltus, Richard But- 
ler Glaenzer, Dr. Clifford Smyth, A. B. 
Walkley, John Drinkwater, Arthur Sy- 
mons, John Cowper Powys, Michael Mon- 
ahan and Padriac Colum. The low limit 
of this distinctive, definitive edition should 
insure a quick sale. 


HERE was an interesting personal in- 
cident in connection with the recent 
Chandler sale at the American Art Gal- 
leries. James Stephens, the author of 
“The Crock of Gold’? who had recently 
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arrived in this country attended the sale 
and was given a warm welcome. While a 
boy and without education he wandered 
over Ireland, nearly starved in Belfast, 
and finally after learning typewriting and 
stenography became a clerk in a lawyer’s 
ofice in Dublin. His first volume of 
verse, ‘“Insurrections,” 1909, attracted 
wide attention and enabled him to give 
more time to literary work. Other vol- 
umes followed rapidly, and Mr. Stephens 
had an opportunity to see them all bring- 
ing record breaking prices. “Insurrec- 
tions,” 1909, (former high record, $23) 
brought $65; “The Crock of Gold,” 1912 
($40), $100; “Five New Poems,” 1913 
(former ordinary issue, $5), large paper 
copy, $250; “Here are Ladies,” 1913, 
autographed by the author, $50; “Songs 
from the Clay,” 1915, autographed by 
the author, $55; ‘“‘Reincarnations,” 1918, 
autographed by the author, $50. These 
prices of the works of a comparatively 
young Irish author indicate the high 
esteem in which he and his writings are 
held in America. 


A CLOSER examination of the priced 

catalog of the Chandler sale at the 
American Art Galleries February 6, shows 
many very unusual items and some very 
high prices. For instance, a copy of 
Dickens’s “Great Expectations, a Read- 
ing,’ London, 1866, printed by William 
Clowes & Son, not more than 20 copies 
issued for presentation to the novelist’s 
friends, brought $1,750. It was said that 
no other copy was ever offered for sale 
in this country and that this is the only 
one here. A unique item was George 
Gissing’s “Private Papers of Henry Rye- 
croft,” Westminster, 1902, the author’s 
proof copy. The first edition was dated 
1903, this copy being the only one to bear 
the date of 1902. It brought $380. An 
item of the greatest association interest was 
George Meredith’s “Poems,” 1851, the 
author’s first book with a presentation in- 
scription to his mother. ‘This sold for 
$370. Edwin Arlington Robinson’s “The 
Torrent and the Night Before,” 16mo, in 
the original wrappers, with presentation 
inscription, sold for $350, a record price 
for this rarity. This thin booklet of 44 
pages was “Printed for the Author,” in 
1896, and was issued in a small edition 
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said to be 75 copies, or less, and is re- 
garded as one of the rarest of modern 
books of poetry. ‘These prices show the 
quick response of collectors when rare and 
desirable material are offered. 


L_'BRARY sets of American, English 
and French authors, mainly in elabo- 
rate full leather bindings; extra-illustrated 
works; autograph letters and manuscripts; 
early printed books and illuminated manu- 
scripts, the property of the late Robert S. 
Barclay of Rowayton, Conn., with addi- 
tions, will be sold at the American Art 
Galleries, February 24 and 25. Among 
some of the lots of unusual interest are: 
a fine original manuscript of John J. 
Audubon on “Natural Traits of the Opos- 
sum”; original manuscript by John Bur- 
roughs on “Man and the Natural Order” 
a superbly extra-illustrated copy of Car- 
lyle’s ‘French Revolution”; the first issue 
of the first edition of Lewis Carroll’s 
“Alice’s Adventures in Wonderland”; an 
important series of autograph letters writ- 
ten by Mark Twain; a large paper copy 
of Racinet’s “Le Costume Historique’; a 
long series of first editions illustrated by 
George Cruikshank; a notable series of 
first editions of Charles Dickens; Doran’s 
“Annals of the English Stage,” extra-illus- 
trated; editio princeps of “Gratianus,” 
1470, the first book printed at Strasbourg 
with a Pirckheimer bookplate by Diirer; 
Nicolas Statham’s ‘““Abridgment of Cases,” 
1490, the first English law book, printed 
by Pynson; collection of autograph letters 
and documents signed by the emperors of 
Germany from Frederick IV, 1490, to 
Wilhelm II, 1894; the Japan paper edi- 
tion of Eugene Field’s ‘““Writings in Prose 
and Verse,” 12 vols.; a notable series of 
books with fore-edge paintings; a fine set 
of Kate Greenaway almanacks in 18 vols.; 
a collected set of the first editions of 
Thomas Hardy; several important manu- 
scripts of Bret Harte; publications of the 
Kelmscott Press; an extra-illustrated copy 
of Nicolay and Hay’s “Life of Abraham 
Lincoln”; original water colors by Thomas 
Rowlandson; a complete set of The Sport- 
ing Magazine, 156 vols., London, 1792- 
1870; and a handsomely illustrated copy 
of Walton’s “Complete Angler.” The 
catalog is illustrated with facsimiles of 
manuscripts, title-pages and bindings. 
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THE Boston Public Library has pur- 
chased a portolan atlas of the second 
half of the sixteenth century, a collection 
containing six of those manuscript sea 
charts in which the art of scientific and 
accurate mapping had its origin. The at- 
las consists of six charts, each map meas- 
uring 20.5 by 13 inches, the whole bound 
in fine old red morocco. In the borders 
surrounding the maps a charmingly simple 
decorative scheme of acorn and young oak 
leaf has been employed by the artist. An 
emblazoned coat of arms of the House of 
Savoy occupied the first leaf, and this is 
followed by two charts of the coasts of 
South America, one of Mexico and Flor- 
ida, and one of New France, one of the 
Mediterranean and northern Africa, and 
one of the remainder of Africa. The four 
American charts are the features that give 
the atlas special interest and importance. 
There are individual peculiarities in the 
nomenclature and configuration of the 
coasts of both continents that will repay 
study by the cartographer. No other relic 
of the discovery period has quite the value 
of the partolan chart in the eyes of the 
sympathetic antiquarian. These charts 
will undoubtedly create a great deal of 
interest when placed on exhibition.
